Houstonia advocates of a four 
year high school for that commun 
ity are waging a desperate fight to 
carry a proposition to authorize 
the issuance of $15,000 in bonds to 
acquire a five acre site and build 
a no wbuilding. 
A special election 
has been called for July 23rd, in 
an attem pt to secure the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 
July 3rd, a special election was 
held, the vote standing 114 yeas 
and 70 nays, a little short of the 
necessary majority. 
The oppon 
ents of the bond pproposition art- 
making every effort to J?feat it. 
The district is a consolidation of 
rural districts with that of Hous 
tonia. 
The antt-bond element is 
urging that the 
district 
be 
dis 
banded and Hie districts return tc 
their original status. 
T he advocates 
of 
the 
bonds 
urge that the high school now ex 
isting. a three year term course, is 
not adequate to the needs of the 
community, as the children there 
are entitled to every educational 
advantage that can be given th e m ’ 
Under the law* applying to con­ 
solidated districts, the state pays 
tim Houstonia district $25 yearly 
for each section of land embraced 
in the district. 
There are 25 sec 
tions. which 
means 
that 
in 
2( 
years the state w ill pay the. district 
$14,200. almost as much as the 
voters are asked to authorize bonds 
for. 
In addition, the state will 
pay $2000 or 
one-fourth 
of 
the 
amount of money to be expended 
for a site for the school. 
Several years ago Hughesville 
went through tile same sort of a 
battle to secure a high school. A 
small group of 
opponents, 
just 
enough to defeat the proposition 
triumphed twice, but a third effort 
resulted in carrying the 
project 
and Hughesville now* has a modern 
building and equipment that is a 
credit to the community. 
Should the bonds carry in the 
Houstonia district, it is proposed 
to place the grade classes in the 
same building, if it proves of suf 
ficicnt size.

The men all are charged 
with banditry, and. according to 
Judge Jesus M. Cuen. before whom 
they are on trial, even if found 
guilty none will be executed. 
The 
law does not provide for execution 
of persons convicted of J his of 
Tense, the judge said* adding, how­ 
ever, that all who were convicted 
would be punished. 
Every opportunity will be given 
the accused men to establish their 
various defenses, it was stated at 
the federal court where they arc 
on trial. 
Many of them came from 
distant states—Sonora,

The Battalion, which was the be- j 
ginning of the American Heavy 
Tanks, was organized in March, j 
1918. and landed in England, the 
birthplace of the rolling fort which 
lives on barbed wire. machine guns 
and Huns, early in April for train- j 
ing iii the British schools. 
Here 
we spent, five months learning the 
fine 
points 
of 
the 
game, after* 
which we were attached to tho, 
British Tank Corps and sent out to 
France, to show what we could do ! 
We arrived just as the British 
were completing their big August 
drive and were forced to wait near­ 
ly a month before we could join in t 
the big game, but our assignment 
more than repaid us for our dday. \ 
We were to lead the 27th Division, j 
which, at that time. was in the 2nd 
Corps .and 
attached to the 4 t , 
British Army, in the attack on the 
lfindenburg line, and we knew that. ' 
our christening was to be a real » 
one. 
Everybody knows the H in-1 
denburg line—the backbone of the 
Hun defense on the Western front J 
with its broad, deep trenches, con­ 
crete dugouts, miles of ba Hied wire. ; 
thousands of machine guns, backed 
by masses of artillery, and we 
knew that we had a real job ahead 
of us and made our preparations 
accordingly. 
One minor incident in our prepa- ! 
ration was typical of the Allied 
ability 
to 
outguess 
the 
Huns. 
Tanks have difficulty in crossing 
exceptionally 
wide 
and 
deep 
trenches as the front wall of the 
trench is very liable to give way 
under the enormous weight of the 
Heavy 
Tank 
(forty 
tons) 
thus 
causing the nose of the tank to 
stick into the hack wall of tho • 
trench and making it impossible 
for the tank to go forward or hack- j 
wa rd. 
This 
difficulty 
was 
fore- 
seen in the Hindenburg line with j 
the result that each tank that went 1 
over the top on the morning of j 
September 29th carried its own 
bridge nicely balanced on its nose. ’ 
all ready to drop into the Hinden­ 
burg line when it arived there.

Our fight on the 
29th 
started 
| for us about 10:00 p. rn. on the 28th 
I when each tank took a slight sin 
s of gasoline, or petrol, as our Brit- 
I ish friends call it—75 gallons—and ; 
j rumbled out of the woods where j 
they had spent th^ day to investi­ 
gate why Hindenburg thought that ‘ 
his line could not be broken. 
.If j 
the Huns could have seen that line 
of monsters 
headed 
their 
way. 
crawling in and out of shell holes, j 
across ditches, and pushing over | 
an occasional tree that was unfor-; 
lunate enough to he in their paths. ( 
they wrould have known that the i 
next day wras to be a very busy as j 
well as a very sad one for them. j 
Six o’clock found us at the start j 
line, and ten minutes later we were j 
engaged in one of the hardest fought 
and decisive battles of the war. 
When the sun went down that 
evening Hindenburg was a sadder 
but wiser man. 
and 
the 
world 
knew' that the Hindenburg line was 
a thing of the past and we had 
helped to finish it. 
All day the 
tanks smashed through the wire, 
breaking paths for the infantry to 
follow, and crushed the machine 
j guns whose bullets, so deadly to 
the infantry, merely tickled their 
steel hides. 
It was a hard fight and we paid 
the price for our success, but it 
made everybody more determined 
to give the Hun a good clean cut 
licking to “get our own back/* and 
this opporrtunity was given us on 
the 9th of October, when we went 
over with the 30th Division and in- 
: formed the Huns that they would 
| have to move out of Brancourt. 
That was a wonderful day for us.; 


j and all the tanks had a glorious j 
! banquet of Huns and machine guns. j 
! and 
one 
tank even forgot itself» 
j long enough to put out a whole bar- J 
I tery of field guns. 
There were 
machhine guns everywhere, and 
many a doughboy who is growling 
to come home today 
was saved j 
by those crawling monsters who j 
crush machine guns as easily as j 
I egg shells.

The Chief of the British Tank j 
j Corps was aware of our vow to get j 
our own back, and sent the follow -.
